TELEGRAPHIC NOTES. 
THEHEWSOFTHEDH 


Itttoa ol the Secretary of the Con- 


solidated Otold and Silver Mining Co. 
CHICAGO, May 5.—Erastus N. Pay, 


secretary of the Consolidated Gold and 
Silver Mining Co., was taken to St. 
Louis last-night on a requisition, 
charged with obtaining money under 
false pretenses. It is claimed that 
Faye's alleged companion in crime, 
Wm. N. Whitten, has swindled the pub- 
lic out of over »400,000. 


The Consolidated Gold and Silver 


Mining Co. of Chicago was incorporated 
in 1880, with a capital stock of tSO.OOO,- 
000. 
The president was Wm. Whitten 


while Erastns N. Faye acteu as secre- 
tary and treasurer. A large number 
of shares of the 130,000,000 ware sold at 
t30 and »40, reaching in value (400,000. 
The company claimed to control nine 
gold and silver and one copper mine at 
Eureka, Col. It is alleged that the 
Colorado mines were worthless, having 
been "salted" by Whitten. 


M» Nichols, who had invested »17,- 


800, went out to see the mines with an 
expert, and it is said their inspection 
pronounced the ore worthless. 


Wm. Whitten, the president of the 


company, was arrested in St. Louis last 
January on a charge of swindling, and 
he was indicted by the grand jury there 
and held for trial under $10,000. It is 
claimed that the men paid some divi- 
dends out of the money taken in, but 
enriched themselves by pocketing the 
major portion of it. Paye denies that 
ie is guilty of any such thing.

ministration. The number of appoint- 
ments made during the last two 
months to fill vacancies caused by res- 
ignations and deaths was 8,685,' as 
against 1,608 made during the corre- 
sponding period of the last administra- 
tion. The number of removals made 
during the last two months is shown to 
have been only 1,209, while the num- 
ber of removals made during the first 
two months of the Harrison adminis- 
tration reached 3,496. 


The excess of -appointments four 


years ago was therefore 1,310 and the 
excess of removals (3,889 while the num- 
ber of appointments made or resigna- 
tions and deaths, was 1,077 more than 
four years ago.

It is 
learned that the Khiva was burned off 
Eos (cape) Marbel, on the coast of Ara- 
bia. Of the great number on board 900 
are said to have been saved, the others 
perishing In the sea or the flames which 
consumed the vessel. Details of the 
affair are yet lacking.

The flgbt in the house for the location 


ot tbe etate fair a* between Deoatnr ana 
Feoria has been settled in favor ot tbe 
latter by • vote of 84 to M. At least 
twelve vote* went to Feoria on the final 
ballot that should nave stood tor Deea- 
tur. The** vote* were made np of snob 
men as MoKinley.ot Paris, who had no 
other motive in doing *o than to close np 
tbe contest after it appeared that Feoria 
in all probability would be in the major- 
ity. Taking these twelve idles from th« 
84 that Feoria got on the lea* ballot and 
adding them to Deeatm's 54 would have 
made the vote stand Deoatur 66 and 
Feoria 72. This, we believe was tbe 
natural situation in the boose in spit* of 
the extraordinary icflaencee ot Peoru, 
whiab brought many of the Aurora and 
certain other votes to her. Had the fight 
been made along the line of fair argu- 
ment, taking into consideration 
tne 


availibility ot looation, Deealur would 
have won "hands down." 


In view ot these facto Deflator should 


oonttnuethe fight to tbe finish. The 
bill will have to go to the senate and De- 
catnr should follow it there and fight it 
out to the finish. She will be justified 
in doing thi* by the people ot the elate. 


The Main Question Forgotten. 
The hypocrisy of those who led the 


opposition to the Bepublioans in 1892 
ha* been demonstrated in many waye 
but in none more plainly than in the 
fact that they made the tend the rallying 
cry of th* party. 
It was presented as 


the first qneetion ot the hour. 
Protec- 


tion wea held np as a robber that was 
eating away tbe eubetanee ot the poor 
and adding "blubber" to the aide* of the 
aristocrat.

The tacts are the Democratic 
leaders did not believe what they eaid of 
llie tariff in the campaign and are 
afraid to meddle with it unless abso- 
lutely forced to do so, hence it has been 
forced to the rear. Speaking of tbe real 
reason* tor an extra session the St. Louis 
Qlode-Democrat says: 


At all event*, an extra session, and at a 


comparatively early day, may reasonably 
be looked for. Tbe silver problem hae 
presented itself recently in a more men- 
acing shape than wse expected at the 
time the present Administration asm* 
into power. No special barm from the 
operation ot the law [of 1890 was appre- 
hended this year, and before it euould 
have a chance to oome to Congress, in 
the iwfcutar atbsion, would be able to act 
in the premise*. But this hope, from 
present indications, ia likely to prove de- 
ceptive. Trouble may oome earlier than 
anybody imagined, and this may necessi- 
tate direct Oongnaeional action. Extra 
•jMuwaot Congress are seldom called. 
None have been had since Hayes' days 
in'.the Presidency. They are never called 
except when the situation, in tbe opin- 
ion of Uie Administration U grave. It 
one be calM this year, and the proba- 
bility 1* now tnat there, will be, it will be 
on account ot the monetary question 
solely, tor no other issue u before the 
country that can cause any trouble late 
year.

From every oection ot Illinois, Hiasonn 


and Arkansas letters have come to the 
oompboller ot oumwo||end the chief ot 
the secret wrvioe division of the treasury 
department inquiring about the legality 
of a certain "eticker." The "stioker" i* 
a amall piece of paper made for attaching 
to a ailvor dollar on which i* printed an 
advertisement ot the man who te fooliah 
•aonghtopay for tha gumpaper. Tb* 
treasury officials have decided tbat tbia 
is a violation of law and every effort is 
being made to put an immediate stop to 
the fad, which seems to be spreading 
throughout the west. Tbe treasurer ha* 
already aent back to bank* thousands of 
dollar* decorated with this paper, and be 
has notified banks that he will not take 
tbem under any circumstance*. It ap- 
peal s that the gum on the back ot the 
"•ticker" is of mob a character that the 
paper cannot be removed from th* coin 
even after it ha* been soaked for twenty- 
tour hours, and aa there ia no appropria- 
tion with which to clean tbe coin, tbe 
department will not receive them a* legal 
tender.

Tb» final remit on tb* third and lust 


ballot was reached after (be roll had been 
called tbrongh by members rising and 
changing their votes from the places tor 
which they had voted to other placet. 
Thus, when the roll call was completed 
Peoria had 55 votes and Decatar had & 
votes. The other votes were scattered 
between Bioomington, whioh had 13 
Litobfleld 3, and Aurora 16. Tbe Or* 
changes wen in favor ot Deoatnr and 
threw it ahead of Psoria, when the 
Aurora people began to ohange, as bad 
evidently been f rearranged, from there 
to Peoria whiob gave P«ona the Mart o 
Deoatar. This dragged in • lot o 
other people, who have a oonstitationa! 
weakness for getting into tbe ban: 
wagon, to Peoria. In this way Deoatu 
lost at least 12 votes that legitimately 
preferred and bad voted tor Deoatnr. 
The result ot this was that Deoatar las 
all she had gained from the changes of 
yotes after tbe roll oall. 


From these figures we esn (airly eati 


mate the legitimate strength of Decato 
at 54 plus 12 votes, which would equal 66 
votes, and would reduce Peoria'a flue 
vote by 12, whioh would leave it 72 votes. 
Feoria got at least 80 votes through 
flaenoes tbat Deflator refused to resort 
to, which aooonnta tor tbe fact that she 
got more tban 20 votes oat of Cook 
county to Deaatar's 6, and in addition to 
this that alone aooonnte for tbe fact tha 
some of the votes ot country membera 
who should have, and under ordinary 
dranmstanoes >ould have, voted to 
Decatar, went to Peoria. 


In view of these faots then ia no rea 


son why Deoatnr should be ashamed o 
the fight it made. It was a clean fifth 
o& Dpoatur's part, which was recognized 
by everybody, and many wen tbe ex 
trearions of surprise on every band at 
Deoatar's strength and the magnifioeo 
work done by its delegation. There wen 
many who openly declared that no dele 
gatioo tbat had ever appeared before 
legislature had done so systematic an 
effective work as the Deoatar delega- 
tion. And it also follows that Deoata 
should follow up the fight in the Senate 
She is entirely justifiable in doing 
nnder the circumstances. Six yews ag 
the proposition to permanently local 
the state fair was before the house an 
Springfield carried it two to one. Ih 
fight was transferred to the Senate, an 
the bill was there defeated, and after 
wards the fair wss located in Feoria to 
four years. It is just as probable no 
that tbe Senate will not oonoor with the 
house, in fixing the location at Peoria,« 
it was then. Peoria is trying to get th 
word oat that no fight will, or ought I 
be made in the Senate against th 
decision ot the house. They argn 
tbat it 
it would be very nnji 


to do so; but on making this pie 
they would have tbe people forge 
that Senator 
Bell, of Peoria, we 


largely instrumental in knocking on 
Springfield in the senate six years ago 
Every motion known to parliamentary 
law was resorted to to defeat Spnnt 
field, and Senator Bell vutad in ever 
case tor these motions. The asm 
sense of fairness did not strike Psora 
then, as forcibly as it seems to slrik 
strike i| now. And it might be remarked 
that the vote in the house does not sett 
the permanent location ot tha state fa 
by a "long jump,"
